In view of the above, and since the desired correction of the assignee's name can 
be effected by way of a Certificate of Correction, it is unnecessary to reprint the 
front page of the Letters Patent. 

However, the PTO will reprint the front page of the Letters Patent if the following 
conditions are met: 

1. Submission of a petition under 37 CFR 1.182 to reprint 
the front page of the Letters Patent 

2. Payment of a $130 petition fee 

3. Payment of a $100 fee to place a certificate 
of correction in the PTO archives

Additionally, before a petition to reprint the front page of the Letters Patent can 
be effected, petitioner must first file a petition under 37 CFR 1.183 to waive the 
requirements to correct assignee's name on the front page of the Letters Patent.
